Governor Friend W. Richardson 
Saturday appointed James Russell 
merchant of San Bernardino, as 
supervisor of the fifth district to 
sueceed the late A. G. Kendall. 
The appointment holds until the 
certificates of election are issued 
after the November election. 

With the appointment of Mr. 
Russell, the campaign for the 
August primary was on in earnest. 
In a formal statement Mr. Rus- 
sell said he had not made a decis- 
ion as to whether he would be a 
eandidate at the primary, but in 
circlet about San Ber- 
nardino city it was said close po- 
tical associates were already 
planning his campaign. 

Mr. Russell spent most of the 
day following the announcement 
by the governor in interviewing 
friends and receiving congratula- 
tions. 

Political gossip had it that Mr. 
Russell would be one of the gov- 
ernor’s principal representatives 
in the latter’s campaign in San 
Bernardino county. crr. Russell | 
had been a Richardson supporter 
prior to the appointment, and as- 
sumes a place of added import- 
ance in gubernatorial political 
circles in San Bernardino county. 
for he is the only appointee of 
the governor now in the county 
service. 

Mr. Russell has peen a resident j 
of the fifth district for many 
years. Although he has _§fre- 
quently. been active in politics he 
has never held a political office. 
He was a candidate in the August 
1924, primary for supervisor and 
was defeated by A. G. Kendall. 
Their respective vote was 3174 to 
1435. A third candidate polled 
939 votes. 

The other candidate for the of- 
fice at the August 31 primary are 
John Anderson, Jr., of San Ber- 
nardino; and W. M. Bristol of 
Rast Highlands. Whether there 
will be additional candidates is 
uncertain. 

In making the appointment the 
governor said: “On account of 
the meeting of the San Bernardino 
county board of equalization néXxt 
week it appears necessary that an 
appointment to the board of sup- 
ervisors be made now.

The Fichu—That is Spanish 

The use of soft lace, of net, and 
of the material of the frock in a 
fichu effect about the neck is an 
idea that is variously interpreted 
and elaborated upon. When this 
fichu is so minded, it ties itaelf in 
back, and it is, frequently, of this 
mind. At times it is suggested, dis- 
pensing with ends either back or 
front, and it may be responsible 
for the tendency to concentrate on 
the neckline, which seems to have 
become a habit with designers, re- 
sulting In some very clever and be- 
coming ideas. 

The unadorned neckline has been 
proven generally unbecoming after 
several wretched seasons of round 
and bateau necks. The general 
mode has, as one of its most inter- 
esting features, a varied line and 
much elaboration in place of these 
two neck finishes. Extremely 
youthful models—for very young 
girls—dare the untrimmed neck- 
line, but the end and aim of all 
fashion is becomingness, these 
days. And after that—variety. 

There is no questioning the charm 
of the taffeta frock with its ap- 
pliques of leaves and flowers. It 
has many noticeable features, 


among them the scalloped hem 
that dips down in back and up in 
front; the elaborate finish of that 
hem, and the unusual neck finish. 
That it is a product of a skilled 
designer is proven by the artistry 
of its jewel-studded surface that 
makes one think of a dew-spangled 
morning. It is the last word in 
exquisite subtlety. 

The Yoke Goes Out Of An Evening 

Tt is not strange that the yoke, 
playing an important part in day- 
time modes, should essay an eve- 
ming role.
